Cancer cures

Although the exact figures 
have not been officially releas- 
ed, StudSoc President Terry 
Reed says that the constitution 
amendments have been "accep- 
ted overwhelmingly by stu- 
dents." The amendments were 
presented to the student body 
for ratification in -a referendum 
during March and April. 

While Reed said that there 
were "a lot of spoiled ballots", 
an unidentified source in the 
, Students' Society offices said 
that about 500 ballots had been 
spoiled. The same source also 
cast doubt on the "overwhelm- 
ing majority," and said there 
were approximately 1500 af- 
firmative, and 700 negative 
votes cast. 



When asked to identify the 
Chief Returning Officer for the 
constitutional referendum, Stu- 
dent Affairs Officer Earle Taylor 
said that the Students' Society 
had hired nine students (five 
actually showed up) to count 
the ballots. According to Tay : 
lor, he and Students' Society 
Comptroller Jon Shifman and 
VP University Affairs Nell Wie- 
ner helped count the votes. 

Reed was "delighted" that 
the amendments have been 
accepted. The amendments 
must now go to the University 
Senate for approval. Senate can 
add further amendments or 
delete any clauses it wishes. 
Reed hopes that Senate "will 
not abuse authority in a manner 
detrimental to relations be- 



tween students and their Uni- 
versity." In particular, Reed 
fears that Senate might ques- 
tion the direct election of the 
Students' Society President, 
and the terms of reference of 
the Executive Director. 

In the amendments that were 
accepted by the students, the 
Executive Director, who is the 
Chief Employee of the Stu- 
dents' Society, must consult 
with the President of the 
Students' Society before mak- 
ing any decision. Reed feels 
Senate may disagree with this 
amendment, and fears that "the 
ugly face of paternalism might 
rear its head." Reed expressed 
confidence that Senate will 
ultimately accept the "common 
voice of McGill students."

Quackery takes its toll 



by David Glass and the 
American Chemical Society 

Laetrile, the popular "cure" 
for cancer, has been found to 
be mismarketed and, in certain 
forms, harmful. A natural com- 
pound, called amygdalin, is 
being substituted for the drug 
according to the American 
Chemical Society's March re : 
port. 




Not only do present Laetrile 
users receive a different sub- 
stance, but some Mexican 
tablets and solutions of amyg- 
dalin- can be considerably be- 
low concentrations. Also, ac- 



cording to a recent issue of 
Analytical Chemistry, more 
than half of the compound 
changes to a different form 
possessing altered properties. 

According to the US Food 
and Drug Administration, 
amygdalin can contain meth- 
anol, a compound which would 
cause an "instant. . . toxic 
reaction" when in quantities as 
little as one percent. 

According to the report, the 
authors of the Analytical Chem- 
istry article assert that "La- 
etrile" and amygdalin are differ- 
ent compounds and the use of

the names interchangeably is 
wrong. Laetrile is derived from 
the" amygdalin found in fruit 
pits and is composed of 
different molecules. 

The distinction, according to 
one of the authors of the report, 
Dr. Cairns, is significant. A 
body enzyme believed by La- 
etrile supporters to initiate the 
drug's anticancer .effect does 
not act on amygdalin. All of 
this points to the fact that very 
little of the material marketed 
as Laetrile is in fact the real 
thing. The authors added in 
their report: • 

"The failure of the patented 
procedures as well as the great 
expense required to achieve the 
enzymatic synthesis of Laetrile 
established that this trade- 
marked compound exists in 
extremely limited quantities. 
The proponents of Laetrile and 
the popular press have confus- 
ed the situation by their use of 
this name to describe amygdal- 
in. Presently the drug that is 
offered asananticanceragent is 
amygdalin." 



tire Board resigned yesterday. 

Chairperson Sam Boskey 
outlined the five-member Judi- 
cial Board's feelings by noting 
that the amendment enables 
the Students' Council to polit- 
ically protect themselves in 
constitutional matters, by ob- 
taining approval from the Board 
before making any final deci- 
sion. According to Boskey, the 
by-law confuses the judicial 
and legislative functions of the 
Society. The Judicial Board 
should remain independent of. 
the legislative process, he 
maintained. 

Terry Reed, President of the 
Students' Society, criticized 
the Judicial Board members' 
decision and accused them of 
having tried to confuse the 
judicial and legislative process 
themselves by claiming they 
should have been consulted 
before the by-law was changed. 
Reed called their position "ten- 
uous", and explained that 
because all five members were 
law students, he is now some- 
what "concerned about the 
calibre of law students that 
McGill turns out." 

The Judicial Board resigna- 
tion was, in their words, a

matter of principle relating to 
the rules of practice of a 
judicial body. "But far more 
Important," the resignation let- 
ter states, "our handling of a 
hypothetical issue would have 
confused the judicial and legis- 
lative functions... Let us as- 
sume that Council were to pass 
a motion which outlawed the 
use of French in the Daily; 
chances are It would be a 
politically unpopular decision 
among some sectors of the 
university community". By giv- 
ing the matter to the Judicial 
Board before passing the mo- 
tion into law, Council could use 
the 'approval' of the Board as a 
shield against criticism. If the 
.Board found the motion uncon- 
stitutional, Council could re- 
submit motions to the Board 
until a 'safe' one was found, 
and then let the campus know 
about it. 

This example refers to a 
submission from University Af- 
fairs Vice-president Nell Wien- 
er, Reed's colleague and a law 
student himself. Wiener sub- 
mitted an application to the 
Board asking them to rule 
whether the Daily had the right 
to publish in French or whether 
it was the Council's preroga- 
tive. 

The resigning members not- 
ed that they will undertake a 
challenge on the constitution- 
ality of the Judicial by-law on 
the grounds that it violates the 
separation of legislative and 
judicial functions.

Tied to a fickle economy

Improvements such as media 
attitudes toward women lead 
us to believe that the feminist

Farmers: 

Have faith in the land...

"Hurray for the farmer, he's the 
backbone of the country. He's 
got more things to fix and less 
to fix them with than anybody." 
—Perth County Conspiracy 

Seen in the light of the 
statements and actions of 
Canadian farmers this past 
month there is a special truth 
and irony in the words of this 
farm-based group. The title of 
the album is Do Not Exist. 
Perhaps these "tell-lt-llke-it-ls" 
folk musicians are trying to 
convey the Idea that the 
workaday farmer has ceased to 
exist or has been forgotten in 
these days of two-figure infla- 
tion and group bargaining. 
What exactly has happened to 
farmer MacDonald, and may we 
add farmers Deeroote, Boro- 
wcyzk and Paquette? The def- 
inite difference that exists 
between farm myths and farm 
policies in both Canada and the 
United States can tell us much 
about the situation of farmers 
in the two respective countries. 

Towards the end of 1976 the 
Carter administration and the 
U.S. Senate Committee on 
Agriculture were faced with the 
largest and loudest demonstra- 
tion of farmer dissatisfaction 
that the US has seen in forty 
years". A month before the 
tractor convoys and picketing 
of wholesalers and beef border 
crossings, President Carter re- 
sponded to farm rumblings 
with the tentative suggestions 
of price stabilization and guar- 
anteed income, The form and 
direction of government legis- 
lation since the surfacing US 
farm controversy cannot be 
linked simplistically to Carter's 
democratic social principles. 
Those critics who would simply 
point to Carter's own back- 



ground would seem to miss the 
essential fact that the farmer is 
in fact the "backbone" of the 
American economy. While pos- 
itive action on the part of the 
Carter administration has yet to 
be witnessed, Its democratic, 
pluralist policy statements 
seem to point to a recognition, 
of the farm ideal in the US. 

In 1976 the CBC produced a 
well-balanced yet controversial 
documentary series to recog- 
nize the US Bicentennial. The 
documentary analyzed Amer- 
icans' conceptions of social 
mobility. Such references were 



not surprising to most Canad- 
ians. What made some stand 
back was the American view of 
the land as put forward by both 
young and old, townsman and 
farmer in the show. The idea of 
the bounteous American land is 
indissolubly linked to the im- 
age of the aggressive and above 
all productive farmer. 

Why_should some Canadians 
find certain Americans' un- 
abashed and positively unqual- 
ified faith in the land so 
striking? Canadians them- 
selves, it would seem, have 
continued on page 8 



ground. An increasing number 
of Canadian women are work- 
ing, yet they are still grossly 
underpaid in comparison with 
men and the wage gap is 
widening. 

Women are still considered 
marginal to the work force. 
Proportionately, there are fewer 
unionized women and women 
are restricted to certain types of 
labour, generally in services. 

Women are lured from the 
homes into the economy during 
war and times of prosperity, 
only to be cast off again when 
peace returns or the economy 
falters, as today. 

During the sixties,- when 
prosperity coincided with the 
popularization of the Women's 
Lib movements, the need for 
women's labour both at home 
and at work produced tension 
which affected the structure of 
the family, women's bargaining 
position at work and the ideas 
women have of themselves. 
There was and still is a conflict 
over sexuality, and more liberal 
attitudes to sex which contain a 
threat to certain aspects of 
patriarchal control. 

Women were on the road to 
economic independence. For 
over a hundred years, feminists 
have thought that the worth of 
women can be guaranteed only 
by economic independence. 
They have said that women's 
liberation should be seen on an 
economic level— that is, as the 
role women play in the econ- 
omy. All feminists agree on 

But the women's movement 
has always been split between 
those who associate the libera- 
tion of women with the coming 
of socialism and those who 
were content to believe that 




freedom means women being 
man's economic equal, yet still 
respecting class background. 

The dominant political em- 
phases in the feminist move- 
ment became the latter: either 
to seek admission for an élite 
of middle-class women into the 
privileges of the male ruling 
class, or to attempt to reform 
capitalism gradually on behalf 
of all women. 

But on the whole, the 
feminist movement has failed, 
mainly because it has only 
managed to satisfy the de- 
mands of the liberal feminists. 
There has been no working 
clgss revolution in the advan- 
ced capitalist countries. Some 
reforms, like the increasing 
number of women in higher 
education and in new types of 
work, the improvements in 
welfare and the spread of 
contraception, did not come as 
a result of mass feminist 
struggle. They arose out of 
changes in the labour market 
and can in most cases be 
attributed to single issue pres- 
sure groups. 

"I thought that woman's 
victory would be linked to the 
arrival of socialism. But social- 
ism is a dream; it doesn't exist 
anywhere", author of the cele- 
brated The Second Sex, Si- 
mone de Beauvoir told Paris 
daily Le Monde senior editor 
Pierre Vlannson-Ponté in a 
recent interview. De Beauvoir's 
latest effort, All Said and Done, 
portrays the failure of both 
socialism and women. "But 
feminism is on the right track" 
she qualifies. "Feminism was- 
n't anything, really, fifteen or 
even ten years ago, and now it 
represents a force; whereas I 
don't see that socialism has 
made any progress". 

De Beauvoir feels that the 
countries we call socialist are 
really not, and explains that in 
these countries the status of 
women is no better than in 
capitalist countries. In both 
women are working more— a 
step forward to economic inde- 
pendence. Yet women the 
world over are still faced With 
the double burden of their jobs 
and the responsibility of main- 
taining a home— cooking, 
shopping, housework, etc. 

Things have even worsened 
in France, de Beauvoir tells Le 
Monde, and her statements 
hold true for North America as 
well. "There are many more 
crimes of violence by men 
against women," she says, and 
offers the explanation, "there is 
hostility resulting from the 
emancipation of women which 
makes men much more aggres- 
sive and dangerous than ever". 

Emancipation of women has 
been minimal however, and 
confines Itself primarily to the 
sexual sphere because of ad- 
vances such as contraception 
and improved abortion laws. 
But real emancipation takes 
place in the workplace, in 
women's chance to find mean-

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Perverse effects 

Advances in higher education in Quebec in the past 15 years 
have opened the doors of universities to the masses. Demo- 
cratization of education and increased accessibility allow 
middle class youth more of an opportunity to enroll in a 
university rather than they had in the late fifties. More and more, 
women are also enrolling in universities. 

While the intent of opening the doors to lower classes was 
good, and while feminists claim that great strides have been 
made as more women obtain degrees, critics of Increased 
accessibility are emerging almost in hoards. 

Their claim is this— that developments in education have not 
translated into greater social mobility, because while access to 
higher levels of education has been facilitated, the value of 
these levels has dropped. They claim that despite the demo- 
cratization of education, the -advantage or handicap of birth, 
original social standing, sex, or cultural heritage play 
essentially the same role as ever. This, sociologists maintain, 
is a typical case of "perverse effecfnot springing from the will 
of an alleged ruling class trying to stay in control; nobody 
deliberately sought to perpetuate inequality through education. 

While these claims are in part true, positions such as these- 
imply a total failure of the system in that it did not achieve its 
goal— Increased social mobility. It is true that a university 
degree apears to be less valuable that it was twenty years ago. 
Whereas graduates of the late fifties were_fluaranteed jobs, one 
out of four graduates today is out of work. 

But promoters of the idea that an expanded education system 
has failed overlook certain aspects which are crucial to 
estimating the value of increased accessibility. The demands of 
the labour market have changed drastically over the past two 
decades. Whereas it could absorb graduates as fast as 
universities could churn them out, it has reached a saturation 
point. But to say that graduates can't find jobs because the 
value of the degree has decreased, is a naive estimation of the 
present economic situation. 

Another factor which must be taken into account is that with 
the arrival of the democratization of education, came increased 
government involvement in universities. This translated into a 
bureaucracy which did not existwhen universities were smaller 
and more elitist and also affected the orientation of education in 
that it was essential for universities to gear their programmes to 
industry's needs. 

Overlooked by both government bureaucrats and university 
administrators was the need to restructure universities to meet 
the needs of a swelling and disparate student body^ Despite a 
few palliative measures such as the increased reliance on 
audio-visual techniques, the boosting of lecturer-student ratios 
and student participation committees, quality of education fell 
because of the lack of any inceptive policies to adequately 
meet the challenge set by the democratization of education. 

Before we conclude that the opening of university doors has 
caused a decline in the quality of education, we should 
remember that university facilities could hot handle increased 
population, that higher accessibility was economically 
advantageous at the time, and that today, it is perhaps 
advisable, but also economically advantageous for gov- 
ernments and administrators to examine high accessibility and 
to attempt to rationalize the closing of university doors.

ingful work and lead a success- 
ful life. "Some women have 
been promoted. We feminists 
call them token women be- 
cause they are exceptions..." 

But de Beauvoir warns of the 
dangers of emancipation in the 
workplace and although she 
denies a connection between 
the coming of socialism and 
the emancipation of women, 
her socialist background 
shines through. "Our objective 
as radical feminists is not to 
take the place of men and to 
replicate their faults. The spec- 
ial qualities of women are the 
result of their oppression: 
women don't have the sense of 
their own seriousness or of the 
role to be played that men do; 
they don't have that frantic 
competition and taste for pow- 
er". 

Despite increasing numbers 
of careers opening up for 
women, women usually play a 
secondary role within their 
professions. Few women law- 
yers will become independent, 
but will remain assistants in a 
male lawyer's office. 

"The same applies for wo- 
men doctors: they will be more 
or less confined to pediatrics or 
community medicine, and they 
will enjoy less esteem than 
doctors in general. To the 
. extent that more women go into 
a career, the career decreases 
in value". 

The biggest danger arises 
when women succeed in a 



professional sphere. They often 
lose solidarity with other wo- 
men and think that since they 
have succeeded, any woman 
can. "This is absolutely untrue, 
because if one woman suc- 
ceeds, it is through luck, or 
birth, or money, and it doesn't 
prove that the situation of- 
women has changed", she 
explains. 

De Beauvoir believes that 
feminists should demand iden- 
tical conditions for men and 
women, especially in the work 
place, and that feminists 
should not struggle to take the 
place of men but to change the 
world as set up by men. 

To achieve this, de Beauvoir 
is relying on the continuation 
of the feminist movement- 



gains in areas of contraception, 
abortion, salary, job opportun- 
ity, shared housework, etc. 
Only true feminist groups ex- 
erting pressure can make major 
strides, she maintains. Left- 
wing political parties are not 
any more favourable toward 
women than right-wing— wo- 
men are treated like men's 
subordinates. 

Simone de Beauvoir, one of 
the world's oldest and most 
celebrated feminists, has not 
seen major strides toward the 
emancipation and equality of 
women. Her recent books de- 
pict mostly broken, unhappy 
women. "I did so", she says, 
"because that is how I see and 
feel today's feminine condi- 



tion". It is a slow process.

become used to a home-grown 
and nebulous notion — "The 
land is strong" (P.M. Trudeau 
1968). The American land. idea 
is significantly different in its 
popular form and its cultural 
value. Quite simply, in Canada 
the farmer does not have any 
place In the land myth. This 
land seen in our literature (eg. 
Sinclair Ross-Hugh MacLen- 
nan) and on the back of our 
currency is that of the Canadian 
Shield and the farmer-less 
Prairie sea of wheat. Majesty 
and overview have replaced the 
epic of working people. 

Farmers have protested say- 
ing, as best they can, that they 
do have a place and a positive 
one at that in Canadian society 
and history. A short review of 
that history and the evolution 
of the sub-myths related to the 
"strong land" can tell us much 
about the farmer's welfare in 
this country. 

In the past few years most 
prominent Canadian literary 
and social historians have put 
forward ideas about Canadian 
land myths. We have been told 
that Canada's myth of the west 
was and still Is based not on 
the pioneer farmer or the all- 
daring cowboy but on the 
RCMP and the CPR. While 
taking all such statements as 
being generally useful we are 
obliged to ask "Why?" The 
articulation of Canadian land 
and law and order myths can be 
traced not only to the crushing 
of the Riel Rebellion and the 
broad group of farmers who 
initially supported it as protest, 



but also to the beginnings of a 
large influx of Eastern Europ- 
eans headed for the Prairies 
from 1880 to 1930. More 
importantly perhaps these 
myths were increasingly ex- 
pressed in the media during the 
depression and following the 
formation of the farmers' coop- 
erative movements. 

Historically the Canadian 
land has been viewed as 
sufficiently strong enough to 
absorb infinite numbers of 
immigrants and provide an 
abundant way of life for them 
as tillers of the soil. Canadian 
farmers are in fact a strong 
people yet they are not imperv- 
ious to inflationary pressures 
characteristic of the Trudeau 
years. Moreover, Canada's 
farmers have always had to deal 
with the cold hard incidentals 
of droughts, highly competitive 
markets and government insou- 
ciance. Farmers have always 
had to remain independent as a 
group and have scarcely been 
able to afford the luxury of 
vague populism or rugged 
individualism— at least for very 
long. Now there is every reason 
to believe that Canada's farm- 
ers are on the verge of overcom- 
ing the lack of organization and 
communication between spec- 
ialized farm sectors and separ- 
ate ethnic groups. About a 
month ago 1 500 farmers were in 
Ottawa to protest the lack of 
government action In face of 
drastically falling revenues. For 
almost the first time beef and 
grain farmers coordinated their 
boycott. 

Is the land as strong as we 
have been led to believe? While 
there is little doubt that the
